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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments to the claims have been entered. Claims 1,14, and 24 are 
currently amended. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 18 and 19, filed March 13, 2006, with respect 
to claims 1,14, and 24 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections 
of claims 1,14, and 24 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5, 7-28, and 30-38 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1,14, and 24 have been further amended to specify that the 

claimed, "semantic data messages" include "a plurality of possible valid interpretations" 
of a voice data message. Stanford et al. was used in previous rejections as teaching 
converting a syntactic data message into a semantic data message. Stanford et al. 
teach that text string messages (i.e. syntactic data messages) are converted to 
corresponding response signals (i.e. converted to semantic data messages, as 
interpreted in the previous rejection as "a command representation used by the 
computer that corresponds with the user's verbal input"). Regardless of the description 
given by the Applicant of "semantic data messages" (see page 15 of Applicant's 
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arguments), the claims now require that a semantic data message include a plurality of 
possible valid interpretations. Stanford et al. teach that the text string messages are 
used to identify orie of a plurality of stored responses that are to be announced (column 
1 1 , line 66 to column 1 2, line 1 5). Therefore, Stanford et al. provide no teaching or 
suggestion of converting a syntactic data message to a semantic data message that 
includes "a plurality of valid interpretations" as required by independent claims 1,14, 
and 24. Furthermore, Christensen et al. and Eckrot et al. fail to teach or suggest 
converting a syntactic data message to a semantic data message that includes "a 
plurality of valid interpretations".
